THE bleſſed Son of God, that thought it not e- 
4 nough to die for the World, but would him- 
ſelf alſo be the Preacher of Grace and Salvation, 
| doth comprize in this Parable the Sum of his Goſ- 
el. By theKing that is here ſaid to make the Mat- 
| = 1s mcant God the Father, that fent his Son 
to the World to cleanſe them from their fins, and 
{ſpouſe them to himſelf. By his Son, for ⁊whom 
12 2 was made, is meant the Lord Je- 
li Chriſt, the eternal Son of God, who took to 
is God-head the Nature of Man, that he might be 
pable of being their Redeemer, when they had 
t 2 themſelves in Sin. By the Marriage, is meant 
he conjunction of Chriſt, to the Soul of finners, 
{when he giveth up himſelf to them to be their Sa- 
viour, and they give up themſelves to him as his 
edeemed ones, to be ſaved and redeemed by him,

| findeth with many to whom it is ſent ; even 
after the firſt and ſecond Invitation they make ligh 
of it; a d are taken up with other Things; thoug 
the eres were firſt guilty of it, yet too many o 
us Gentiles are like them at this Day. | 

The Sum of theſe Words we ſhall compriſe 11 
this Doctrine. For all the wonderful Love an 
Mercy that God hath manifeſted in giving hi 
Son to be the Redeemer of the World, and ubiel 1 
the Son hath manifcited in redeeming them by 
his Blood ; for all his full preparation by being 
a ſufficient Sacrifice for the Sins of all; fox ab 
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rious Salvation that he hath procured ; and fa 


all his free Offers of theſe, and frequent af

earneſt invitations of * ; yet many make 
light of all this, and prefer worldly enjoy ments 
before it; the ordinary Entertainment of all is 
by contempt. Not that all do fo that were once 
en the guilty of it, for God hath choſen whom he will 
The compel to come in, but till the Spirit of Grace 
overpowers the dead and obſtinate Hearts of Men, 
they hear the Goſpel as a common Story, and 
1 the great Matters contained in it, go not to the 
Heart. 
1. I ſhall ſhew what it is that Men make light 
J of. The Thing that carnal Hearers make light 
J of is, Firſt, The Doctrine of the Goſpel ittelf, 
which they hear regardleſsly. Secondly, The Be- 
nefits offered them therein are Chriſt himſelf. 
Concerning Ghriſt himielf, the Goſpel deslareth 
his Perſon and Nature, and the great Things he 
hath done and ſuffered for Man; His redeeming 
him from the wrath of God by his Blood, and 
procuring a Grant of Salvation with himſelf. 
Furthermore, the ſame Goſpel maketh an offer of 
Chriſt to ſinners, that if they will accept of him 
on eaſie and reaſonable Terms. he will be their 
Saviour, the Phyſician of their Souls, their Huſ- 
band and Head. | 
2, The Benefits that he offereth them are theſe, 
1. That with theſe bleſſed Relations to him 
and intereſt in him, they ſhall have the Pardog of; | 
all their Sins paſt, and be ſaved from God's 
Wrath to come, ſo that they obey fincerely, and 
turn not again to the Rebellion of their unrege- 
Y neracy. | 
2. They ſhall have the Spirit to become ther 
Guide and Sayctifier, and to dwell in their Souk, 
and to help them againſt their Enemies; aid 


bring them back to God, | 
3. They

3. They ſhall have right toeverlaſting Glory 
when this Life is ended, befides many more ex- 
cellent Privileges, with the foretaſte of what they 
ſhall enjoy hereafter. All theſe Benefits the Goſpel

offereth to them that will have Chriſt on reaſon- 
able terms: The ſum of all is in 1 70h v. 11.12. 


This is the Record, that God has given eternal 
Life, and this Life is in his Son. He that hath 
the Son, hath Life, and he that hath not the 


Son hath not Life. In the next place, I ſhall ſhew| 


what this making light of the Goſpel is.

1. It is not taking heed to what is 2 


though it was no Matter of Truth, er a thing that 


little concerned them. When the Goſpel doth not 
affect them, or go to their Hearts, yet Men are ot 


awakened by it from their Security ; when we tell 


Men what Chriſt hath done and ſuffered fbr their 
Souls, and it ſcarce moveth them, our words take 
up in the Porch of their Ears and fancies, but will 
not enter their inward parts, as if we were ſpeak- 
ing to them that had no Hearts or Feeling. This 
is making light of Chriſt, Acts xxviii, Hearing

2. The main Cauſe of Mens ſlighting of Chriſt 


and Salvation, is a ſecret Root of Unbelief in 


Mens Hearts ; whatſoever they pretend, they do 
not ſoundly and throughly believe the Word of 
God; they are taught to lay the Goſpel is true, 
but they never ſaw the Evidence of its truth, ſo 


ur as throughly to perſwade them of it; nor have 


they got their Souls ſettled on the A 
God's Teſtimony, nor conſidered the Truth of 
th Particular Doctrines revealed in the Scriptur 


e, 
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ſo far as ſoundly to believe tbem. Oh ! did you 


all ſoundly believe the Words of this Goſpel], of 


the evil of Sin, of the need of Chriſt, and whathe 
hath done for you, and what ye muſt be and do, 


if ever you will be ſaved by him, and what will 
| become of you if you do not; I dare ſay it 
would cure the contempt of Chriſt, and you would 


not make ſo light of the Matter of your Salvation. 
But Men do not believe, while they ſay they do, 


and would face us down that they do, and verily 
think — do themſelves. T here is a Root of 


bitterneſs, and an evil heart of Unbelief, that 


' makes them depart = the living God. Heb, 


xii. The heart is hard naturally by cuſtom of ſin- 
ning, made more hard by long abuſe of Mercy, ne- 

of the means of Grace, reſiſting ofthe Spirit 
of God. Hence it is that Men are turned into 


Stones, and till God cure them of the Stone of the 


Heart, no wonder they feel not what they know, 


or regard what is preached to them, but make light 
of all. When Mens Hearts are like the High way, 
that is trodden to hardneſs by long cuſtom of ſin- 
ning, or like the Clay that is hardned into Stone by 
the heat of theſe Mercies that ſhould have melted 


them into Repentance ; when their Conſciences 


are feared with a hot Tron, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks 
in 2 Tim. v. 3. no wonder then they be paſt feeling, 
and work all uncleanneſs with greedineſs,do make 
light of Chriſt and everlaſting Glory, Oh! that it 
were not the caſe of too many hearets of the Goſ- 
pel at this Day. Oh! had we livingSouls to ſpeak 
to, they would hear and feel, and not make ſigbe 
of what we ſay, [ know that they are naturally a- 
live, but ſpiritually dead, as the ſcripture witneſſeth 
inPph.1i.3. Oh! if there were but one ſpark of the 
Grace of Life in them, the doctrine of Salvation, by 
Jeſus Chriſt, would appear to them the weigh.

not, as ſeeing no Beauty or Comlineis in him, that 
they ſhould deſire him, | 
3. Chriſt and Salvation are made li ght of, be- 
cauſe Men are never ſenſible of their fin and miſe- 
ry, and extream neceſſity of Chriſt and Salvation: 
Their Eyes were never open to ſce themtelves as 
they are, nor their Hearts ſoundly humbled in 
the ſenſe of their Condition: If this were done, 
they would ſoon be brought to value a Saviour : | 
A truly broken Heart can no more make light of | 
Chriſt and Salvation, than a hungry Man of his 
Food, or a fick Man of the Means that would J- 
give him Eaſe ; till then our Words cannot have 
acceſs to our Hearts: While fin and milery is 
made light of, Chiiſt and Salvation will be made 
light af; but when theſe are perceived an 
intollerable Burden, then nothing will ſerve the 
Furn but Chriſt ; till Men be truly humbled, they 
can venture Chriſt and Salvation for a Luſt, for a 
little worldly Gain, even for lefs than nothing. 
But when God hath illuminated them, and bro- 
ken their Hearts, then they would give a world 
for Chriſt ; then they muſt have Chriſt elſe they 
die. Al things then are droſs and dung in com- 
pariſon of the excellent kiiozwledge of Chriſt, Phil. 
111, W ben once they are awakened by God's Judg- 
ments; as the poor Jaylor Acts xvi. 29. Then

4. Chriſt 
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4. Chriſt and Salvation are made light of, upon 


Preſumption that he 1s theirs already, and that 
God is 10 merciful, and Chriit that ſuffered 10 
much for them is turc)y retolved to ſave them; or 
elte it may be obtained at any Time, if it be not 
yet fo, It is true, race is tree, and the offer uni- 
verſal, according to the extent of the preaching of 
the Goſpel ; but he that hath promiled theeChriſt, 
if thou be willing on nis J'erms, hath promiled to 
make thee willing; it thou art not willing now, 
how doſt thou think to be willing hercatter; if 
thou canſt make thiue Heart willing, why is it not 
done now ? Can you do it better when fin hath 
more hardned it, and God may have given thee 
over to thyſelf, it it bu ty cafic a Matter indeed as 
you imagire, tor a Sinner to believe and repent at 
any time, how comes it to pats that it is done by 
10 few 2 But molt of the World do periſh in their 
impenitency when they have all the helps and 
means that we can afford them. lt is the caſieſt 
thing and {weetril Lite in the World, to a graci- 
dus Soul to Jive in the love of God, and the de- 
lightful thoughts of the Life to come where all 
their hope and happineſs]yeth ; But to the world - 
ly carnal Heart, it 1s is cafic to remove a Moun- 
tain as to bring them to this ; however theſe 
Men are their own condemners, tor if they think 
it ſo caſie a Matter to repent and believe, and fo 
to have Chriſt and a Right to Salvation ; then 
have they no excule for neglecting this, that they 
thought ſo eaſic. 

O wretched and impenitent Souls! what mean 
you to ſay, when God ſhall ask you, why you did 
not repent and beliæve, and love your Redeemer 
above the Wotld, when you thought it ſo eaſie 
that you could do it at any time? 8

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We ſha]l now come to the Application, T//e the 
firſt. Hence we may be informed of the Blindneſs 
and folly of all carnal Men; how contemptible 
are their Judgments, that think Chriſt and Salya- 
tion of little worth? What reaſon is here that any 
ſhould be diſcouraged by them, or their ſcorns, 
or contradictions ? It is one of the wonders of the 
World, That whes God ſo loved the world as to 
fend his Son, and Chriſt hath made a ſure ſatiſ- 
faction by his Death, ſufficient for them all, and 
offered theBenefirs of it ſo freely to them, even 
without Money or price: that yet molt of the 
World ſhould periſh, yea the moſt of thoſe that are 
thus called by bis word. Why, here is the reaſon, 
when Chriſt hath done all this, Men make light 
of it; God hath ſhewen them that he is not unwil- 
ling, and Chriſt hath ſhewen he is not unwilling, 
that Men ſhould be reſtored to God's Favour,and 
be ſaved ; but Men are actually unwilling them- 
ſelves : God raketh no pleaſure in the Death of 
Sinners; but rather that they turn and live, 
Ezek. xxxiii. 11. But Men take a pleaſure in fin, 
' that they will die before they return. It is a moſt 
lamentable thing to ſee how moſt Men do ſpend 
their care and time, and their pains for known va- 
nities, while God and glory are laid aſide. That he 
that is all, ſhauld ſeem to them as nothing, and 
that which is nothing, ſhould ſeem to them as good 
as all, that Cod ſliould ſet mankind in ſuch a race, 
when Heaven or Hell is their certain end, and that 
they ſhould fit down and loyter, and run after the 
childiſh toys of the World, and ſo much forget the 
prize that they ſho d run for. Oh poor diſtracted 
world! what is it you run after and neglect ? If 
God had never told what you are ſent into the 
world to do, or whether you are going, or what 


was before you in another world; then ye had been 
ex ·

excuſeable; but he hath told A till ye are weary 
ot hearing it and yet ye make light of it. 

Again, That which we moſt abe value, we 
cannot buy too dear: Chriſt andSalvation are free- 
ly given, yet moſt Men go without them, becauſe 
they cannot enjoy the world and them together: 
They are cauſed tut to part with that which would 
hinder them from Chriſt, and they will not do it. 
Tney are called to give God his own, and to reſign 
all to his Will, and let go the profits and pleaſures 
of this world, when they muſt let go either Chriſt 
or them, and they will not; they thii.k this too 
dear a bargain, they {ay they muſt look to their 
Eſtates and Credit, and pleaſures and profits,while 
Chriſt and Selvation are neglected. Chriſt has 
told us over and over again, that if we will not 
forſake all for him, we cannot be his Diſciples, 

Math. x. How will theſe deſpiſers of Chriſt and 
Salvation be able one day to Jook him in the Face, 


and give account of theſe neglects? How will you © 


eſcape, if you neglef ſo great a Salvation? I hus 
much 1 have ſpoken by way of Conviction. Do 
not ſome of your Conſciences by this Time ſmite 
you, and ſay, I am the Man vbat have made light 
of my Salvation; if you do not, it is becauſe you 
make light of it ſtill, for all that is ſaid io you, 
I would fain have this damning fin cured. Confi- 
der I beſeech you firſt, you make light of him that 
did not make light of thee, who did delerve it; 
as a Man, thou ert but a worm of God, as a fin- 
ner thou art far viler than a Toad, yet Chrift was 
fo far from making light of thee and thy. happi- 
neſs that he came down into the Fleſh, and lived 
A2 Life of ſuffering, and offered himſelf a Sacri. 

fice to Juſtice that thou haſt provocked, that thy 

miſerable Soul might have a remedy, and yet 


ſhall we flight him for all his Love to us. 
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bout your Labour; how can you have any _= 
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2. Confider the Work of Man's Salvation by Je- 
ſus Chriſt is the Maſter. piece of all the Works of 
God, wherein he would have his Love and mercy 
to be magnified ; how great was the evil and mi- 
fery that he delivered us from, and the good pro- 
cured for us? Alk are wonders from his Birth to 
his Aſcenſion, from our new Birth to our Glorifi- 
cation, all are wonders of matchleſs Mercy ; and 
yet do you make light of them? You make light 
of matters of the greateſt excellency and concern- 


ment in the world, you know not what it is you 


{);ght ; had you well known, you would not have 
done it, as Chriſt ſaid to the Woman of Samaria, 
John iv. 1. Cor. ii. 8. So had you truly known 
what Chriſt hath done and ſuffered for you, you 
would not have made light of him; had you 
been one Day in Heaven and but ſeen what they 
peſſeſs, and fern allo what miſer able Souls muſt 
endure that are {hut out, you weuld never ſure 
make ſo light of Chriſt again. Oh firs, it is no 
Triffle or jeſting Matter that the Goſpel ſpeaks 
of. Oh Lord, that Men did but know what e- 
verlaſting Glory and everlaſting Torments are! 
would they then hear as they do ?I wonder that 
ſuch Thoughts do not break your ſleep, and that 
they come not in your Minds when you are a- 


neſs in your Minds, or how can you eat, or drink, 
or reſt, till you have got ſome Ground of ever- 
laſting Conlolation ? Is that a Man or a Corpſe, 
that is not concerned with Matters of fo great Mo- 
ment? That can be readier to Sleep than to trem- 
ble, when be hears how he muſt ſtand at the Bar 
of God. 

3. Who is it that ſends this weighty Meſſage to 
you, is it not God himſelf? Shall the God of Hea- 
ven ſprak, and Men make light of it? You would 

- not 
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not ſlight the voice of an Angel nor Prince. Conſi- 
der whoie Salvation you make light of, it is not 
your own. Are you no more near or dear to your 
ſelves, than to make light of your own Happineſs 
or Miſcry? Why, firs, do you not care whether 
you be ſaved or damned? Is {elf Lave loſt? are 
you turned your own Enemies? Prov. i. 26. All 
them that hate ALE love Death. 

4. Conſider the Time is near when Chriſt and 
Salvation will nut be made light of as now they are 
when God hath ſhaken theſe careleſs Souls out of 
your Bodies, and you muſt anſwer for all your fins 
in your own Name; O then, what would you give 
for a Saviour, when a thouſand Bills ſhall be 
brought againſt you, and none to relieve you? Then 
you would conſider, that Chriſt would now have 
ſtood between me and the wrath of Godʒhad I not 
deſpiſed him, he would have anſwered all. When 
you fre the World hath left you, and your Com- 
Panions in fin have deceived themlelves and you, 
and all your merry Daysare gene, then what would 
you give for that Chriſt and Salvation that you 
account not worth your labour? Do you think 
when you ſee the Judgment Seat, and you are 
doomed to everlaſting Perdition for your wicked- 
neſs, that you ſhould make as light of Chriſt as 
now ? Will he then be worth ten thouſand Worlds, 
and is he not worth the higheſt Eſt: mation and 
deareſt Affection? So much for the Hainouſneſs 
of this Sin of making light of Chriſt. I now 
come to know your Reſolution for the Time to 
come; do you mean to ſet as light by Chrift and 
Salvation as hitherto; and to be the fame Man 
after all this? I hope not. Oh, let not your Mi- 
niſters, that would fain help to fave you, be 
brought in as Witegſſes againſt you! Should 
the Hard ak them at the Day of Judgment, did 
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you fever tel] theſe Men what Chriſt did for theic 
Souls, and what need they had of him? we maſt 
needs ſpeak the Truth, Yea , Lord we told them 

as plainly as wecould, but they gave us no hear- 

ing, and made light of all that we ſaid to them, 

Oh! how ſad will it prove on your fide, if you 

force them to ſuch an Anſwer as this. 

Will you for the Time to come repent and be- 
lieve; and make Conſcience of Duty, and earneſtl 
pray to God, thar you may have a part in Chri 
and Salvation: Go not out of Deors till you have 
breathed out theſe Defires to God; do not ly 
down to reſt till you have breathed out theſe de- 
fires, ſay rot God knows my neceſſities without 
ſo often praying: For tho he do, yet will he have 

ou know tham and feel them, and exerciſe your 
Yefires and all the Graces of his holy Spirit in 
theſe Duties. It is he that hath commanded us to 


pray continually ; tho“ he knoweth your needs 


without it. 1 THeſ. v. 17. Chriſt himſelf ſpent 
{ Whole Nights in prayer, and encourageth us to 
| this Courſe, Luke xviii. 1. 

aa ly, will you for the Time to come reſolvedly 


caſt away your known fins at the command of 


Chrilt. It ye have been proud, or contentious, or 
malicious, or revengeful,be ſo no more: If you have 
been Adulterers,Swearers,or Curſers, be ſo no more: 
Jou cannot hold theſe and ſet by Chriſt and Salva- 
tion. What ſay you, are you reſol ved to let them 
o or not? If not, when you know it is the will of 
hriſt, and he hath told you, ſuch ſhall not enter 
into his Kingdom, do not you make light of him. 
3dly, Will you for the Time to come ſerve God 
in the deareſt, as well as the cheapeſt part of his 
Service, not only with your Tongues but with your 
Purſes and your Deeds? Shall the poor find you 
ſet more by Chriſt than the World, Pure Rees 
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and undeſiled before God is this, to viſit the fa- 
therleſs and rhe Widows in their afflictions, ame 
i. Chap. laſt ver. will you reſolve to ſtick to Cariſt, 
and make ſure this Work of Salvatien, tho' it 
coſt you all you have in this Worid; If you 
think theſe Terms too dear, you make light of 
Chriſt and will be judged accordingly. | 

Arth, will you for the future make much of all 
things that tend to your Salvation, and take eve- 
ry help that God offers to you, and gladly make 
ule of ali hisOrdinances,attend upon the ſtrength - 
ning Sacraments, ſpend theLord's Day in thele ho- 
ly emplo ments, inſt ruct your Children and Ser- 
vants in theſe things. Deut. vi. 6, 7. get into good 
Company that ſet their Faces heaven wards, and 
that will teach yeu the Way, and help you thi- 
ther; and take heed of the Company of wicked 


Scorners, or fooliſh voluptuous fleſhly Men, or 


any that would hinder you in this Work. Will you 
do theſe things, or will you ſhew that you are 
1 of Chriſt by 12 of theſe; will you 
take it for your higheſt honour that you may be 
. Chriſt's Diſciples, and may be admitted to ſerve 
and worſhip him, and rejoice with holy confidence 
in the ſufficiency of that Sacrifice by which yon 
may have pardon of all your failings, and right to 
the Inheritance of the Saints in Light. If you do 
each e will ſhew that you ſet by 
Chriſt and Salvation, or elſe not. Laſtly; Sirs, [ 
have now done the work which I have been upon; 
what effect it hath or will have upon your Hearts, 
I know not, nor is it in my power to accompliſh 
that which my Soul deſireth for you; were it the 
Lord's will chat I might have my wiſh herein, 
theſe words which you have heard read unto you, 
ſhould ſo ſtrike you that the ſecuretl ſhould. be a- 
wakened by them and that none might periſh bythe 
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of their Salvation. O that I could make every 
Man's Conlcieice a Preacher to himſelf, that it 
might do it, which is ever with you that the next 
Time that thek g lt prayetlef- to Bed or about 
buſinets, Contcience mav cry aut, Doſt thou not ſet 
no more by Chriſt and tiny Salvation? The next 
time thou art re:dy to ratli upon known fins, and 
to ple e your flo defice againſt the command 
of God, Conſcience Airy cht cry our, is Chriſt and 
Salvation of no more worth than to caſt them a- 
way, or to venture them erb, Lulls? that when 
you, are next ending the Lord's Das y in Idlency 
or vain {purts, Confurence raight tell you what you 
arc doing. In 2 wird, that in all yo ar neglecks ot 
Duty, your {ticking ar the 43 ;profed Labour, or 
Cott of holy Lite, yea in all your Cold and lazy 
"—_— and p. rtormancer, Conſcience might tell 
you, how Bifulteble fuch Fndeavours are to the 
Reward; a'd that Chriſt and S vation ſhould 
nat be ſliguted. It is a thoutind pities that when 
God hath provised a Saviour for the World, and 
when Chriſt hath 1: rod fo much for their Sins, 
and made ſo ful] a S.ns:thon to divine Juſtice, 
and purch-{i.d fo glorious a Kingdom for his 
Saints, and all this is offered ſo freely to Sinners, 
even for nothing, that yet ſo mane Millions ſhould 
everlaſlingly periſh, brcavſe they make light of 
their Saviour and Salvation, and prefer the vain 
World and their Luſts before them. Thus I have 
delivered my Meſſage, the Lord open your hearts 
to receive it: J have pertwaded you with the 
Words of truth and tubernets, the Lord perſwade 
you more effecluaily, or cle all is Joſt. Let us 
hear the Concluſion of the whole Matter, Fear 
God and keep his Commandments, for thii is the 
2 Hole duty of Man.
